Legacy Memorial Hospital’s Residency 
Program is facing a loss of accreditation. 
After reviewing your awe-inspiring medical 
school transcripts, the hospital administrators 
have concluded that you alone can provide 
the reversal of fortune needed for the hospi- 
tal to get back on its feet. What follows is a 
crash course in the practice of medicine at 
Legacy Memorial Hospital. 


E Select a patient at the Nurse’s Station, and review their information on the clip- 
board. Take time, if you can, to browse the research computer for case-relevant 
information, then download information you deem valuable onto your handheld 
computer. This ensures that you can refer to it again while treating the patient. 
(The Treatment Protocols are particularly helpfull) 


E Find your patient. They are in either the Treatment or Trauma Rooms. (Click 
on "Navigate" on the Action Bar.) Listen carefully to the patient’s reasons for 
seeking medical help; you'll only hear it once. Use any of the diagnostic tools at 
your disposal to carefully and thoroughly examine the patient. (Click on "Tools" 
on the Action Bar.) Pay attention to their vital signs by clicking on the monitor. 


E Watch the small EKG icon on the bottom left of your Action Bar. The number 
that appears there reflects your patient's health status. The higher the number, 
the better your patient is doing. 


E Treat the patient as quickly as you can, because you will be awarded time- 


bonus points if the treatment is both accurate and fast. 


E Make sure that before you discharge the patient, you complete the necessary 
paperwork. Click on the patient's clipboard, either at the foot of the patient’s gur- 
ney or back at the Nurse’s Station. You should check off the correct diagnosis as 
well as any hospital orders and discharge orders. 


E Finally, when you're confident that you've done everything you can for the 
patient, sign your signature on the release form. Simply click the signature line 
and your name will appear. You're done! 


SIGN IN 


Sign in and choose your level of difficulty. Choose carefully, as you will not be 
able to alter the difficulty setting once the game is underway. 


Easy: This mode of play employs a "nextstep" tutorial. The tool required for 
the next necessary procedure will be highlighted, effectively guiding you through 
each case. You can also ask for unlimited "hints" without penalty. This game 
level is recommended for beginners only. 


Normal: The "next-step" tutorial is disabled in normal mode. However, monitor 
readouts (EKG, temperature, heart rate, etc.) and test results are interpreted for 
you, making this level still playable for most people, even without medical train- 
ing. You can ask for two hints per case without losing points. 


Expert: 
In this level, monitor readouts and test results are presented as raw data, with no 


interpretation. If you know the significance of BP 200/104 or RR 28, then this is 
the level for you. If you ask for hints at this level, you will lose points 
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Customize your game with the following options. 


E Load Game: Load a game that you 
saved during previous play sessions. 

E Save Game: Save the game you are 
currently playing. 

m New Game: Create a new sign-in 
name so you can begin playing. 

m Website: Links you to Legacy 
Interactive’s website to play

The Action Bar is your interface for 
navigating the hospital, controlling tool} 
functions, accessing options, and 
checking your patient's status. 

lt appears in the upper left corner 
of the screen, but can be minimized 


or moved easily. 
OPTIONS 


The main game options can be accessed through the Action Bar by clicking the 
"Options" button. 


NAVIGATE 

Getting around Legacy Memorial Hospital is a snap. 

E Click the “Navigate” button on the Action Bar. 

E You will see buttons for each of the hospital’s six areas: Nurse’s Station, 
Treatment Room 1, Trauma Room 1, Trauma Room 2, Lounge, and Time Out. 
Click the button for the area you wish to enter. 


TOOLS 

When you are in the Treatment or Trauma Rooms, you can access the diagnostic 
and treatment trays using this button. When the individual trays are displayed, 
click on the specific tool you want to use, then drag it to the correct part of the 
body. The name of the body part will appear on the monitor. Click again, and 


see the close up of the body part and the action of the tool. The results of the 
procedure will appear on the monitor. 


PDA 
Your Personal Digital Assistant has four functions, which appear as buttons: 
E Select button #1 to review every procedure you have 
selected for the patient. 
E Select button #2 to request a hint about the next correct 
procedure. This will cost you points! 
E Select button #3 to access the list of research topics you 
uploaded from the research computer at the Nurse’s Station. 
E Select button #4 to review your job status, i.e., your rank, 
total score, and individual patient scores. 


PATIENT STATUS 

This indicator takes the form of a small, animated EKG. If your patient is healthy, 
the EKG appears fast and regular. If your patient is failing, it will be reflected in 
the EKG, which blinks red and eventually flat lines. Use this indicator as a visual 
cue of your patient's status. Below the EKG, you will see a number. This number 
reflects your patient's health status. It is your score, that can range from a nega- 
tive number to 500 points. 


The Nurse’s Station is the nerve center of the ER. It is the first area you 
come to, and it is where cases are assigned. The Nurse sitting at the 
desk will often tell you what types of patients are in need of treatment, 
and she'll sometimes impart useful information about their ailments. 


There are two selectable items at the Nurse’s Station: 


m Clipboard rack: Here you will find the files of patients who have been admit- 
ted into the hospital. These files will tell you details about the patient's back- 
ground and history. Be sure to click on the different tabs and turn all the pages 
within each section. Complete all the information before discharging a patient. 


= Research computer: This computer contains all the information necessary to 
successfully diagnose and treat your patients. To access the research computer, 
click on the computer on the nurse’s desk. Search by keywords for relevant 
information. (The treatment protocols will be particularly helpful.) You can also 
access relevant information on various medical websites, if you are connected 
to the internet, or look up a word in the medical glossary. 


Once you've found the information you need, you have the option of uploading it 
to your PDA (Personal Digital Assistant). The PDA is your hand-held, personal 
computer. It goes wherever you go; thus, you can access it from 

anywhere in the hospital. Now you are ready to proceed to the appropriate 
Treatment or Trauma Room. 


The Treatment Room is where you examine and treat the majority of 
your patients. This room is stocked with everything you will need to suc- 
cessfully complete a case (minus the expertise, which you provide). 


OPTIONS 


E Diagnostic trays: These two trays are accessible from your Action Bar, 
when you select "Tools." They contain all the medical instruments necessary for 
diagnosing/examining the patient. As your mouse cursor passes over each tool, 
the name of the tool will be displayed on a monitor to the left. To pick up a tool, 
click on it with the left mouse button. To use a tool, drag it over to the correct 
body part and click the left mouse button again. In most cases, you will see a 
closeup graphic and the results of your action will appear on the monitor. If the 
action was necessary, your score (i.e., patient health status), will increase. 


E Treatment trays: You can identify and select these tools in the same manner 
in which you identified and selected the diagnostic tools. These tools will aid you 
in treating the patient after you've completed a diagnosis and taken imaging 
tests. 

m X-ray: This machine will prove invaluable to you in your efforts to diagnose 
bone-related problems. To use it, click the x-ray button on your "Action Bar." 
Once the x-ray machine is rolled in, click on it and place the movable arm over 
any part of the body. Click the left mouse button, and you'll see the x-ray for the 
appropriate body area. 


ECT scan: You operate the CT scan machine exactly as you operate the x-ray 
machine. 


E Vital sign monitor: The monitor is always present and accessible. It 
appears to the right, above the patient’s gurney. Once you click on the monitor, 
you can choose any one of several buttons on the top right. Each button corre- 
sponds to a vital sign such as blood pressure, heart rate, etc. Keeping an eye on 
relevant readings can help you gauge your performance. It’s also an easy way 
to gain some extra points. 


E Specialists/Nurses: |f you are having problems deciding what the next pro- 
cedure to perform is, you can seek advice from specialists and nurses present in 
the treatment room. Click on a specialist/nurse while in the overhead view of the 
gurney to solicit advice. Their advice will appear on the monitor. Initially, no 
points are deducted if you ask for advice. However, in normal mode, after 2 
hints you will lose points. The more times you ask for help, the more points you 
will lose. 


PATIENT FEEDBACK 

An effective way to gauge your performance is to listen to your patient. Although 
your patient isn’t nearly as knowledgeable medically as you are, you will gain a 
sense of their status and whether or not your treatment is helping or hurting. In 
addition, each patient or their family will provide you with video feedback at the 
end of your treatment, letting you know their assessment of your performance. 


Also during treatment, monitor the patient health status score that appears on the 
small EKG icon on the bottom left of your screen. It will increase when you do the 
correct procedure, and decrease when you do something unnecessary or incorrect. 


Learn from your superiors. They'll tell you what you need to know to be 
successful next time. 


PERFORMANCE REVIEW 

At the end of every shift, you are offered the option to have your performance 
reviewed by the Chief of Staff. She will cover all aspects of your performance, 
including diagnosis, treatment, timeliness, and efficiency (i.e., whether or not you 
wasted hospital supplies). It’s a good idea to have your performance reviewed so 
that you can learn from your mistakes. 


PATIENT HEALTH STATUS SCORE 

Your patient's health status score reflects how well you did as a doctor. It is visi- 
ble during treatment, on the EKG icon at the bottom of the Action Bar. The total 
possible points for each case is 500. Up to 300 points (treatment points) will be 
assigned according to both the effectiveness and efficiency of the procedures you 
performed, as well as the order in which you performed them. Unnecessary pro- 
cedures will cost you points. You will also receive points for correctly completing 
the paperwork for each patient. 


Up to 200 points may be awarded when you complete the case, depending on 
how quickly you carried out the procedures. Less time means more points. 
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However, in order to receive any time-bonus points, you MUST attain a minimum 
of 175 treatment points. You receive your total points for a case at the time you 
sign off. Time-bonus points and points for completing paperwork are not calcu- 
lated until then. The amount of points you earn for each case will determine 
whether or not you have succeeded or failed in your attempts to provide quality 
medical care. 


MEDICAL REVIEW BOARD 

If you perform poorly on four out of five cases or kill a patient, the Medical 
Review Board will evaluate you. The board is composed of three high ranking 
doctors. The first time you are brought before the board, they reprimand you. 
The second time you are brought before the board, your residency is terminated 
and will need to sign in as a new player before starting the game over. 


There are a total of 35 cases to examine, diagnose and treat. You must success- 
fully complete all the cases in order to win the game. 


STEPS TO SUCCESS 


E Determine the diagnosis using patient information, diagnostic tools, and images. 


m Carry out the correct treatment procedures, including monitoring vital sign infor- 
mation. 


m Complete the necessary paperwork either back at the Nurse’s Station or at the 
foot of the patient's gurney. Fill out the diagnosis portion of the patient's clipboard, 
then issue the proper discharge and hospital orders. 


E Sign the clipboard. Then select a new case from the clipboard rack at the 
Nurse’s Station. 


For information about the treatment protocols for a specific case, search the 
research computer at the Nurse’s Station, download the protocol relevant into 
your PDA, and access it when necessary during treatment. 


TRIAGE 

While you're playing the game, you often encounter situations in which you are 
responsible for several patients at the same time. You must allocate time to each 
of the patients according to the severity of their medical problems. The more seri- 
ous the patient, the faster they need to be treated before they either die or are 
treated by another doctor. In either case, you receive O points for that patient. 
Patients with less severe ailments can wait for a longer period of time before they 
walk out, die, or are treated by another doctor. 


HINTS 

There are two primary ways to get hints. If you select button #2 on your PDA 
(located in the Action Bar), the next correct treatment step will be displayed. 
Alternatively, if you select a staff member surrounding the gurney in either the 
treatment or trauma rooms, they will also provide a useful hint, which will appear 
on the monitor. 


In "easy" mode, you receive unlimited hints. The next correct tool to use is high- 
lighted. In "normal" mode, you receive two hints without any penalty. After that, 
however, hints will negatively affect your patient's health status score. In "expert" 
mode, any hint will reduce your score. 


TIMING 

Most medical cases have many time-triggered events. These are defined proce- 
dures that must occur within a specified period of time or the patient's status will 
deteriorate. For example, a heart attack patient may come into the emergency 
room with chest pain. You have only a few minutes to do the correct procedure 


e. g., defibrillator) or the patients vital signs will crash. The bottom line: time is 
precious! 

PROMOTION 

You begin work at the hospital qs q lowly intern. However, as you gain experi- 
ence through the successful completion of cases, your superiors will note your 
improvement. They will trust you with increasingly difficult cases and, after 
approximately 12 successfully completed cases, you will receive a promotion. 
You move up through the hospital hierarchy as follows: Intern, Second Year ER 


Resident, Third Year ER Resident.
